She 
said she knew of no one who would 
try to poison the family or any mem-

Ill Inck first made itself manifest 
in the family in 1918. when a school- 
boy son shot and killed a neigtbor 
boy while playing. .- In 1919, the 
father, David, Sr., 51, died after a 
two weeks’ illness, and the next year 
Isahelle, 1S, died after an illness of 
similar duration. In the three «.:use- 
quent vears, Harry, 24: Charles, 19, 


and Walter, 13, died, each 
illness of about 10 days. 

All are buried at -Wheeler, Ind., 
which is in Porter county, while the 
famiiy resides at Gary in lake 
county. 't is planned to ask Jl’ ter 
county officials for an order to ex- 
hume one or more of the bodies. 

Relative Reports Case. 

The case was called to the atten- 
tion of local authorities by Geurg 
Arneld, a clerk in the office of Rob- 
ert F. Crewe, state’s attorney aud a 
relative ef Mrs. Cunningham. He 
said his suspicions were aroused 
when he learned that Mrs. Cunning- 
ham’s son had been poisoned after 
an @xXamination made upon the 
youth’s removal to a Chicago hospital. 
Kach time a meinber of the family be- 
came ill, Arnold reported, his mother 
had received a letter from Mrs. (un- 
ningham, stating that a son, daughter 
or her husband was ill and would 
probably die. Arnold yesterday gave 
a quart cf blood in a blood trusfu-. 
sion, which doctors said will prcebably 
save young David Cunningham's Ife. 


ORDER IS OBTAINED 
TO EXHUME BODIES. 

Gary, Ind., April 11.—Coroner Os- 
car Wolff, of Cook county, Chicago, 
tonight obtained ordeis from Dr. A. B. 
Dobbins of Valparaiso, Porter county. 
Indiana, coroner, to exhume the bodies 
of the four children and the husband 
of Mrs. Anna Cunningham, who is 
held in Chicago while their deaths and 
the illness of another son from _ pois- 
oning are being investigated. 

The bodies. buried at Blachly Cor- 
ners. 7 1-2 miles from Valparaiso, will 
be disinterred Monday morning at 10 
o'clock. The vital organs will be taken 
to Chicago for analysis by W. D. Me- 
Nally. ecoroner’s chemist, and Dr. 
Joseph Springer, coroner’s physician. 

Their report on the analysis will be 
returned to Dr. Dobbins by Coroner 
Wolff, and to Dr. E. E. Evans, of 
Gary. Lake county coroner. David 
Cunningham. Sr., the father of the 
family, died in Valparaiso and the four 
children in Gary. 

Girl Explains Arsenic. 

When the illness of David, Jr.. was 
found due to poison yesterday, Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Joseph Savage 
and John Sharbaro, of Cook county, 
Illinois, were sent here to investigate. 
Mae, aged 18, the surviving daughter, 
explained to the Illinois .officials the 
nresence of the arsenic found in the 
kitchen cupboard. Two months ago, 
she said. her mother sent her to the 
drug store to buy this poison to kill 
rats. She helped her mother mix the 
preparation. Two weeks later. she 
said. she had a_ serious attack of 
stomach trouble and described vomit-

The recommendations provide dras- 


tic funds in all apportionments te 
raise the necessary amount. and eall 
for dismissal of one-third of the staff 
of janitors and all but five employees 
of the school shops on April 15 in 
order to transter the amount thus 
saved to the pay rolls account. 

Even with those transfers. however. 
the board will be approximately $100,- 
000 short of enough to meet salaries 
November. However? it. is 
planned to issue scrip for half of 
the November salaries. which, although 
it would mean carrying over of about 
$500,000 in pay rolls until next year, 
would provide a svlution. 

Night School Changes. 

It is probable that consolidation or 
elimination of several night schools 
will be urged later in the year, and 
apportioning of the money. saved from 
that source to the accounts depleted 
by the present contemplated revision. 

It is certain that the board must 
obtain additional funds from some 
source to provide operating expenses 
for the remainder of the year. but 
by providing funds for pay rolls, the 
board apparently has assured erection 
of the new nnit for Hoke Smith Junior 
Hizh school. 

Mayor Walter A. Sims has been an- 
thorized by council to borrow $150,000 
from the banks for that purpose, but 
has been informed by the banks that 
the loan will not be made unless the 
board adopts a budget setting up suf- 
ficient funds to meet pay rolls for the 
entire year. The mayor has held up 
further negotiations pending action of 
the board Tucsday.

4 They are seldom seen-‘in white congre- | 
vations, save as casual visitors or as 
cure takers of the house of Cod. They 
are working out their own problems 
as; a race, and are doing it very suc- 
cessfully. We are giving them all the 
assistance possible by advice and be- 
nevolence. They are given recognition 
as Methodist Episcopalians. They are 
fellowshiped as worthy Christians. 
We wish that this understanding 
might be broadcast throughout the 
south, so that men everywhere would 
come to understand it in the proper 
light.” 

Such is the plan of unification of 
Fpiscopal Methodism. After many 
years of research and study and after 
much prayer, the junior commission 
on unifieation was able to come to an 
o'most unanimous agreement touching 
all these matters. The general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church then met and by an almost 
unanimous vote approved the plan. In 
obedience to instructions from the 
general conferemee meeting in Hot 
Springs, Ark... in 1922, the bishops of 
or own chureh called the general con- 
ference in special session in Chatta- 
nooga in July, 1924. On the fourth 
dav of July our general conference. 
composed of leading ministers and 
leymen of the church, chosen because 
cf their ability properly to represent 
the church, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority approved the plan and. sent it 
down to the annual conferences for 
final determination.

4. And “in all matters not specifi- 
cally set forth in these articles, and 
until the general conference by lezal 
process shall otherwise obtain, the 
rules of government in the disciplines 
of the respective churches shall be of 
full force and binding upon the juris- 
dictions, respectively.” 

Recommendation. 

We recommend that financial sup- 
pert of the Colored Methodist Episco- 
pal church be continued by the juris- 
diction with which it is historically 
related and t6 such an extent as that 
jurisdiction may deem wise.

Geneva, April 11.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—A cry of protest 
against the United States is spread- 
ing throughout manufacturing circles 
in Switzerland because of the system 
cf establishing special treasury agents 
here. who, under the new American 
tariff law, are authorized to insist 
upon examination of the books of 
wanufacturers to determine the cost 
of the articles they produce. This in- 
formation is sought by the Americans 
as a help in fixing tariff schedules 
when goods exported from Switzer- 
land arrive at American ports. 

The impression exists here that the 
affair has gone so far. and both the 
Swiss and merchant authorities have 
become so aroused that the question 
inay cause serious diplomatic difficul- 
ties between Berne and Washington 
unless a way is found for relief. 

The Swiss department of public 
economy is being flooded with pro- 
tests by exporters whe declare that 
examination by American agents en- 
tails the risk of disclosure of their 
trade secrets. 

Reports have reached here of a new 
American law whereby the treasury 
agents would be ofic dally attached to 
the legation at Berne and accorded 
full diplomatic privileges. Apparently 
the state department has not forward- 
ea any such request te the Swiss gov- 
ernment, which would have to ratify 
it, but it is believed here that if it is 
made it will be refused by the Berne 
foreign department. 


AGENTS KEEP 
FACTS CONFIDENTIAL. 

Washington, April 11.—Swiss pro- 
tests against activities of treasury 
egents investigating for tariff pur- 
poses are similar to protests received 
two years ago from France on the 
same grounds. 

It was explained here today that 
the work of the agents in Switzer- 
land is identical with that in other 
countries. Since the enactment of the 
W922 tariff act, treasury agents as- 
signed to the customs service have 
conducted such investigations wher- 
ever and whenever they were neces- 
sary to determine differences In pro- 
cuction costs at home and abroad as 
a basis for import duties. 

Attention was called that there is 
no law which would attach the agents 
to the diplomatic service, nor is any 
contemplated at this time. The work 
of the agents is purely inquisitorial! 
end limited, it was explained, to the 
search for facts when import. ship- 
ments about which there was a doubt 
as to production costs arrived here. 

The treasury frequently has resort 
ed to application of orders barring 
importation of merchandise when the 
manufacturer abroad refused to al- 
lew inspection of his books. It was 
stated, however, that the agents are 
under rigid instructions to keep con- 
fidential all facts thus gained and of- 
ficials here were puzzled as to why 
fear should arise that trade secrets 
would be disclosed,

ATHENS LOGICAL SITE. 

, The Appalachian Forest Research 
council has gone on record as de- 
siring to encourage and aid in the 
development of a strong school of 
forestry in the southeast. 

Recently members of the United 
States forest service visited various 
points in the South Atlantic states 
studying conditions at each that 
would invite such a school. 

Because of the magnificent work 
Of the division of forestry at the 
state college of agriculture, and be- 
cause a school, already established 
there and growing, could most ad- 
vantageously be made the nucleus 
for a federal-aid institution of the 
proportions now sought, Athens is 
being seriously considered as the lo- 


cation for the school. | 

The school of forestry at the 
Georgia agricultural college is logi- 
cally entitled to receive the aid of 
the research council because it was 
Originally established in 1905, and, 
until very recently, has been the 
only school of forestry in the south. 
In the 20 years that it has been in 
existence, it has gradually built up 
an equipment, both for use in the 
field and in the laboratories, equal 
to any possessed by the various 
Other schools of forestry in this 
country.: 

When first organized there was 
little interest in forestry in the 
south, and the enrollment was for 
years lower than it should have been. 
In recent years, however, interest in 
forestry has increased to a large ex- 
tent in Georgia, and the enrollment 
of the forest school has grown until 
it now enjoys the same rating as for- 
est schools situated at similar insti- 
tutions throughout the north and 
west. The students specializing in 
forestry increased 100 per cent last 
fall, which evidences a substantial 
and healthy growth. Because of the 
rapidly increasing enrollment it will 
soon be necessary to assign this di- 
vision a- separate building on the 
campus of the college of agriculture, 
_ and plans looking to the accomplish- 
- ment of that end have already been 
- Set in motion. 

That the school is alive to the op- 
portunities about it and that the 
Student body is thoroughly inter- 
ested in its work is evidenced by the 
activities of the Forestry club, which

THE WRONG WAY. 


Raymond Clapper in his usual in-| 
teresting discussion of national af-, 
fairs, in The Constitution, says: 

“To reduce to a minimum the 
growth of federal bureaus complained 
of by Senator Borah, the administra- 
tion is trying to popularize the idea 
of interstate treaties. By this method 
many matters of sectional concern can 
be dealt with by mutual compacts be- 
tween the states affected. Wherever 
this can be done it eliminates the 
necessity of action by the federal gov- 
ernment and the inevitable creation 
of another expensive bureau at Wash- 
ington.” 

Senator Borah’s recent declaime: 
against a centralized bureaucracy 
was timely and admittedly sound. 
Since the civil war there has been 
a gradual but steady movement to 
concentrate in Washington every 
conceivable governmental power 
over States, infringing to a most 


alarming degree upon the rights of, 


states which are fundamental in a 
representative governmental system 
based upon a confederation of in- 


dividual units. 


Centralized government is impe-' 


rial government in all but name, 
and is the opposite of a democracy. 
In this country, by the wisdom cf 
the fathers, both the federal prin- 
ciple and the states’ rights principle, 
coordinated, perform a useful serv- 
ice, and both are esseutial; but just 
as any attempt of a state to break 
down federal regulation in a matter 
of undisputed federal control woul: 
be disastrous, as tearing at our 
principles of government, so are 
the attempts by the federal powers 


to break down the legitimate an. 


undisputed rights of states just as 
disastrous. We have a dual 
of government and both principles 


must be allowed to work if duality! 


is to be preserved.

Life in the Early Church

Text of Today's Bible Talk by Mr. 
Bryan. 
(Acts 4 :32-87; 5:1-5) 

And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of 
one soul; neither said any of them 
that ought of the things which he 
possessed was his own; but they 
had all things in common. 

And with great power gave the 
aposties witness of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus; and great 
grace was upon them all. 

Neither was there any among 
them that lacked; for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices 
of the things that were sold. 

Aud laid them down at the 
aposties’ feet: and distribution 
was made unto every man accord- 
ing as he had need. 

And Joses, who by the apostles 
was surnamed Barnabas, (which 
is, being interpreted, the .son of 
consolation), a Levite, and of the 
country of Cyprus, 

Having land, sold it, and brought 
the money, and laid it at the apos- 
ties’ feet. 

But a certain man named Ana- 
nias, with Sapphira his wife, sold 
a possession,

in the fourth and fifth chapters of 
Acts, Luke, greatest of gospel writers, 
draws aside the curtain and gives us 
a glimpse of the beginning of Chris- 
tianity. 

The first incident after Pentecost 
wos the healing of the cripple at the 
Beautiful Gate, our lesson for last 
Sunday. This, as might have been 
expected, attracted great attention 
and aroused the hostility of the Jew- 
ish rulers. The first part of chapter 
four is devoted to this subject. 

The rulers and elders and scribes, 
fovether with the high priest, inquired 
by what power or in what name Peter 
and John had healed the cripple. 
eter answered boldly, giving Christ 
the ceodit—Christ “whom ye crucified, 
and whom God raised from the dead.” 

Impressive Boldness. 

The rulers were impressed by the 
“boldness” of Peter and John ‘and 
perceived that they were unlearned 
and ignorant men.” ‘This is what 
made them marvel; if they had been 
learned men, it would not have been 
se surprising, but the fact that un- 
learned and ignorant men could do 
what Veter and John did convinced 
the rulers that they (Peter and John) 
“nad been with Jesus.” 

The presence of the man who was 
pealed made it impossible for the 
rulers t. doubt that “a notable miracle 
hath been done by them.” Not 
jing able to deny the facts, the rulers 
tried to prevent the news from spread- 
ine. They even commanded Peter and 
Jobn not to teach in the name of 
~eesus, but the apostles answered, 
“Whether it be right in the sight of 
God to hearken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye.” 

Common Holdings. 


Having disposed of this incident, 
Luke proceeds to reveal the unity of 
both purpose and possession that pre- 
vailed among the followers of Christ, 
then numbering about five thousand. 
“The multitude of them that believed 
were of one heart and one soul; 
neither said any of them that ought 
of the things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all things com- 
mon.” 

This verse and those immediately 
following have been interpreted and 
explained in a nuinber of ways. Re- 
sort has even been had to the original 
Greek and to the shades of meaning 
that these words have. 

Some of the disputants insist that 
not all of the Christians of that day 
turned their possessions into the com- 
mon store (although Luke says that 
not one of them refused to comply 
with the rule), and that those who 
did, did not turn in all that they had.

rule at this time.

What Christ Commended. 


With millions of people worship- 
ping one God, serving one Christ. 
and seeking to establish a _ brother- 
hood, it would be impossible for all 
to have a common purse. And there 
is no reason to believe that the cause 
of Christianity would be advanced 
thereby or the coming of God's king- 
dom hastened. 

In the parable of the -talents, 
Christ recognized differences in merit 
and commended a system of rewards 
proportioned to the talents employed. 
In the parable of the ten virgins. also. 
He recognized that the requset of 
the foolish virgins was unfair. 

The divine law of rewards, stamped 
upon nature and illustrated through- 
out the world—except where it is 
suspended by force or evaded by cun- 
ning—bestows compensation accord- 
ing to industry and intelligence. In 
man’s primary struggle with the 
earth, ‘arvests are gathered in pro- 
portion to industry where intellicence 
is the same, and in proportion to in- 
telligence where industry is the 
same. Hence, community in the en- 
joyment of result presupposes equal- 
ity of contribution to those results.

Their purpose iz a matter of spec- 
tilation; they mav have been actuated 
by a desire to secure eredit for a re- 
Yigious interest which they did not 
feel, and yet the Christians were then 
so few in number that Ananias and 
his wife could hardly have been pur- 
chasing respectability. Such a mo- 
tive would be much more likely to- 
day when church membership is con- 
sidered an advantage, valuable 
enouzh to he coveted by. some who 
are at heart indifferent to Christ’s 
teachings. 

Peter's Rebuke. 


It is more likely that Ananias and 
Sapphira hoped to secure more from 
the common store than they were 
contributing. ‘They may have been 
driving a bargain. thinking that they 
could share with the others and yet 
retain a part of their possessions, 

Peter, evidently learning of the 
fraud by a supernatural communica- 
tion, rebuked Ananias. “Why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghost, and to keen back part 
of the price of the land?’ ‘The next 
verse is illuminating; it shows that 
putting what they had into the com- 
mon store was entirely voluntary and 
not a thing that was required. 

“Whiles it remained, was it not 
thine own?’ argued Veter, “‘and after 
it was sold. was it not in thine own 
power? Why hast thou conceived 
this thing in thine heart? Thou hast 
not. lied unto men, but unto God.” 

A Practical Lesson. 

There is a very practienl lesson 
here. It is not man whom the 
Christian serves, but God. Man can 
be cheated, for he knows only such 
facts as are brought to his uttention, 
while God sees the heart and knows 
man’s innermost purposes. 

The Psalmist suys, “Thou knowest 
my downsitting and. mine uprising, 
thou understandest my thought afar 
off.”

‘ WARNING SIGNALS. 

The third or fourth time the boy 
cried: “Wolf!” nobody paid any at- 
tention. But that was the boy’s mis- 
fertune. Too much caution is worse 
than none at all. The profusion of 
Marning signals along the road, both 
the real signs erected by the bighway 
authorities and the spurivus ones 
erected by unprincipled advertisers, 
tends to distract and annoy the care- 
ful driver and make him ignore all 
signals. ‘The permanent “Stop” sign 
often seen at railroad crossings and 
never heeded by anybody is a danger- 
ous thing because it makes people 
heedless of the real “Stop” signal in 
the hands of a flagman or guard.

HIGHWAY CELEBRATION 


—- 


Blairsville, Ga., April 11.—Several 
hundred good roads boosters, including 
city, céunty and state officials from 
many sections of Georgia, have been 
invited to attend the Fourth of July 
celebration to be held at Neel Gap, 
in Union county, the occasion to mark 
the 100th anniversary of the coming 
of white settlers to that soil, and the 
official opening of the Atlanta-Mur- 
phv-Asheville highway. 

The celebration is being staged unt- 
der the auspices of the Nacoochee- 
Hiawasse Road and Recreation as- 
sociation and the Union County Good 
Roads association. Bonnell H. Stone 
is secretary of both associations. 

On the Blue Ridge mountain di- 
vide, the highest point on the entire 
state system of highways, will be 
given a big barbecue to which hun- 
dreds of people from the surrounding 
counties, as well as the more remote 
sections of the state, are expected to 
flock. It is planned to be the biggest 
dav in the history of. Union county, 
te which end officials of the two road 
associations have mapped out an elabo- 
rate program for the day. se 

The Blue Ridge mountain divide 
separates approximately 400 square 
miles of Georgia territory from the 
rest of the state, and has been more 
of a part of North Carolina than it 
has of Georgia, in the opinion of of- 
ficials of the association. The high- 
wav through Neel Gap, winding its 
wav along the eastern slopes of ‘Blood 
and Slaughter” mountains, and he- 
tween Coosa Bald and Mount_Enotah, 
said to be the highest peak in Geor- 
gia, will be paved with “water-bound 
macadam for a distance of over 30 
miles.

Paper, Says R. H. Edmonds 


Macon, Ga., April 11.—(Specia!.) 
It is not the part of newspapers to 
follow the lead of their readers. but 
to make their readers follow them into 
better things than the rampart ras- 
calities of the day, declared RH. 
Edmonds, of Baltimore, edicur of the 
Manufacturers’ Record, in a_ letter 
read before the journalism elnss of 
Mercer University. 

Letter to Hamilton. 

The letter was read by Thomas J. 
Hamilton, of the Augusta Chronicle. 
who arranged the series -of lectures 
being delivered here by prominent 
newspapermen throughout the United 
States. 

Mr, Edwards expressed his regret 
at not being able to be present’ and 
deliver the address in person. Iu 
part he wrote: 

“It is claimed that the newspapers 
are only giving what their readers 
demand. I deny this. Even if it 
were true, the duty of newspapers 
would be to go contrary to what their 
readers want and to- create among 
their readers a higher taste fer the 
better and holier things of life and 
for educational .and material advance- 
ment. Itis not the part of newspapers 
to follow the lead of their readers but 
to make their readers follow them 11:- 
better things than the ramtant 
rascalities and sensationalism of ihe 
day. Our young people are being 
falsely trained, and largely by much 
of the stuff that they find in manv of 
our newspapers. They can be rightiv 
trained by the opposite course. ane 
the editor or the reporter who does 
not realize that the printed werd 
which he puts forth from day to day 
is shaping the lives for morality or 
immorality. for life or for death here 
and hereafter. has no adé@quate ap- 
preciation of the work which he has 
assumed but to which he has not been 
alled. 

Experience Necessary. 

“The teacher of journalism, 
seems to me, should himself 
learned from personal experience every 
angle of newspaper work. He should 
have known 
the joys and the gratifications witch 


come to those who do their work we'!l | 


and do it with a due sense of. re- 
sponsibility. He should be able to 
teach his students the ‘ins and outs,’ 
the daily grind, the strain of brain 
and soul which the efficient 
paper worker must put, forth. 
not an easy job. It is’ one 
which a mun should not expect 
cess except through untiring applics- 
tion, a consecration to his work eco.a

“Many a newspaper man must, in 
the performance of his duty, fight a 
battle against wrong whether it be 
in high financial circles, in social ac- 
tivities, or in the business world where 
every ounte of courage will be re- 
quired. He must recognize the right 
of other men to their viewpoint and 
he must treat them with courtesy 
and dignity but standing by his own 
convictions, it matters not how great 
the antagonism which he may thereby 
create against himself or his paper. 

“There is also a danger that a news- 
paper man may form his judgment 
without full knowledge of the. whole 
subject. He may become dogmatic 
without having studied the problem

SHE farmers’ Utopia has been 
found. | 
gis Not the imaginary island 
\ ‘4 of which Sir Thomas More 
OES) wrote, but a living, pulsating 
community awake to present and 
future-day opportunities. 


It is the Salt River valley of Ari- 
zona, where visions have materialized 
into realisms. A quarter of a century 
ago, it was only the dream of a 
dreamer. Today it is a land—an agri- 
cultural empire—wherein exists the 
near-perfect system of farm laws.

agricultural empire is the more re- 
markable when it is realized that a 
score of years ago a big majority of 
the acres included within the boun- 
dries of the Salt River valley project 
was barren desert land, like the hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres that now 
surround it on all sides. 

lt was reclaimed from the waste- 
lands of the southwest and made 
to’ blossom as a garden. Where. once 
the giant cacti stood, great fields of 
growing crops now earn handsome 
dividends for the owners. 

The farmer himself has _ contrib- 


uted much to his own success, for he. 


has directed the organization that 
guided the project through the trou- 
hlous post-war years to lift it to the 
enviable position of the ‘‘world’s 


ago. Upon the successful or unsuc- 
cessful solution of these problems de- 
pended its future. . 


ITH a single stroke, two of the 
outstanding issues were solved. 
The installation of automatic pump- 
ing stations at points throughout the 
valley not only lowered the under- 
ground water table, but developed a 
new source of water supply. 
Through the operation of these 
pumps, the organization has full 
control of the sub-surface water sit- 
uation. The level can be raised or 
lowered at will. To illustrate the ef- 
tectiveness of this engineering phase, 


.the water table in one particular dis- 


trict of the valley was about nine 
feet below the surface prior to the 


Famous Roosevelt dam, completed in 1912 to conserve water for the Salt River 
valley, now serves as the source for a great irrigation and power project. The first unit 


of the power system is shown-at the base of the dam. 


It deelops 35,000 horsepower. 


The second unit is being installed 17 miles below, where a second great dam will catch 
the water after the release from the Roosevelt power plant and generate another 40,000 


horsepower. 


largest and most successful irrigation 
works.”’ 

The project was fathered by the 
late Theodore Roosevelt, and it was 
through his understanding’ of the 
reeds of the west that the measure 
making possible construction of the 
Roosevelt dam became law. 

It comprises at the present time 
about 250,000 acres, but engineers 
see a potential development that will 
include nearly 700,000 acres. 

The project is strictly a farmers’ 
organization. Although constructed by 
the United States government under 
the direction of reclamation service 
engineers, control was passed into 
the hands of the landholders in 1917, 
The project was in none too healthy 
a condition at that time. 

A rapidly rising sub-surface water 
level was threatening the entire proj- 
ect; developed acreage seemed to 
have reached the limits of assured 
water supply and maintenance costs 
were eating up power profits that 
rightfully belonged to the producers. 

It was in this condition that the 
farmers found themselves when they 
took over the active management and 
control, a little more than seven years 


‘ 


installation of the pumps. The land 
in question was water-logged, prac- 
tically worthless for cultivation. .To- 
day, the table is at a depth of about 
18 feet, and it could be lowered at the 
will of the association engineers. The 
acreage involved has been reclaimed 
and is considered as valuable today 
as ever. , 

These pumps are electrically 


driven, and the power comes from: 


the district’s own hydro-electric sta- 
tions. So the cost of operation. is 
nominal, 

Sufficient water is developed from 
these sources to supply about 20,000 
acres, association engineers declare. 
Extension of the system is now under 
contemplation. 

All maintenance ‘costs are paid 
from proceeds of power sales. That 
is to say, sufficient hydro-electric 
energy is developed through the op- 
eration of the project to pay the en- 
tire cost of maintaining the irrigation 
system. Included in this maintenance 
cost is the delivery of water; upkeep 
of canals and laterals amd general 
overhead. 

Today each landholder pays an 
annual assessment of $2 per acre 


each year. For the 1925-26 fiscal 
year, the assessment will be $1.30 
per acre, which covers construction 
charges to the government. And this 
assessment entitles each landholder 
to two-acre feet of water for each 
acre of land without charge. Addi- 
tional water is paid for at a graduat- 
ing price—80 cents for the third- 
acre foot; 80 cents for the fourth- 
acre foot, and $1 for the fifth-acre 
foot. | 

Two years hence,. however, there 
will be no annual assessment against 
the lands, as power revenues will 
then be sufficient to pay all construc- 
tion and maintenance costs. Then 
the landholders will not be obliged to 
advance one penny toward repay- 
ment to the government of the orig- 
inal construction charges. 

The Salt River Valley Water 

Users’ association is a duly author- 
ized corporation, organized under the 
laws of the state of Arizona. Stock 
is appurtenant to the land, and can- 
not be alienated from it. Each acre 
represents one share, and is assess- 
able. ; 
Two legislative branches, elected 
by the landholders from among their 
number, govern the operation of the 
project. They are the board of goy- 
ernors, corresponding to the senate 
of any legislative body, and the coun- 
cil, corresponding to the house of 
representatives. 

The project is divided into 10 dis- 
tricts, each district having one govy- 
ernor and three councilmen. Each 
acre of land is entitled to one vote 
for these representatives and on any 
other subject submitted to popular 
ballot. Landholdings are limited to 
160 acres to the individual. 

The association controls the great 
Roosevelt dam and operates the Salt 
River irrigation project. In connec- 
tion with the delivery of irrigation 
water to the land, it now develops 
over 30,000 horsepower of hydro- 
electric energy in five power plants. 
Three hundred and. fifty miles of 
transmission lines deliver this power 
to the largest market in the state. 
Within 110 miles of the plants there 
is now used over 400,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours annually. With the excep- 
tion of about 100,000,000 kilowatt 
hours delivered from the hydro-elec- 
tric plants of the project, all of this 
power is produced by steam. _ 

Development of power by the 
project, however, is of secondary 
consideration. It is, primarily, an 
irrigation works, and water stored in 
the Roosevelt reservoir or developed 
by other means cannot be utilized 
except for irrigation purposes. 

That has made power development 
wholly dependent upon water con- 
sumed for irrigation. This means the 
development has been unsteady. 
During the months of heaviest con- 
sumption, the power plants operate 
at pea kloads, but in the ‘‘off’’ sea- 
sons practically no commercial power 
has been developed. The water could 
be released only as it was needed, 
with a result that only enough power 
was produced to supply the associa- 
tion’s own needs. 


UT, with economic phases of the 


irrigation project solved and out 
of the way, the district has, within 
the past two years, turned its atten- 
tiva to the development of power re-

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Aaa OT long ago the witch doc- 
WwW tors of the Laudomans, a 
savage African tribe inhabit- 
ing the wilds of French 
Guinea, found their people 
losing faith in the time-hon- 
ored spells and magic charms and 
mysterious rites with which they drive 
away the evil spirits. 

What worried the doctors partic- 
ularly was the growing lack of in- 
terest in feasting on human flesh. It 
has long been a favorite tradition of 
this tribe that to eat now and then 
a meal of children’s flesh was the 
very best way of insuring health and 
long life. And the results were 
thought to be doubly successful if the 
children were white. 

To revive the popular interest in 
this gruesome tradition the witch doc- 
tors decided to visit the nearby French 
town of Victoria and seize a white 
child, whose flesh should be served 
with due ceremony to the backsliding 
elders of the tribe. 

The victim they chose was a ten- 
year-old French boy named Raoul La 
Tour. They seized him while his par- 
ents were away and dragged him off 
to the tribe’s principal village in the 
jungle of Sfaras. 

Poor little Raoul, according to re- 
ports from Victoria, had as narrow an 
escape as any one ever did from be- 
ing devoured by cannibals. The fact 
that he was a rather under-nourished 
youngster was all that saved him. 

In order to fatten him the witch 
doctors delayed his sacrifice for sev- 
eral weeks and this enabled a res- 
cuing party of custom officers from 
Victoria to reach him in the nick of 
time. 

The boy’s rescue was accomplished 
only with the greatest difficulty. The 
neighboring tribes stand tremendous- 
ly in awe of the witch doctors of the 
Laudomans and were reluctant to 
guide the rescuers to their secret hid- 
ing places for fear of the spells that 
might be cast on them. 

Just outside the hut where Raoul 
was found; half dead from fear of the 
terrible fate he knew he faced, his 
rescuers saw a huge earthenware pot 
filled with what were unmistakbly 
parts of human bodies. 

The six witch doctors who had the 
boy in their possession and who, ac- 
cording to dispatches received in 
Paris, were later executed by the 
French authorities, confessed that 
they frequently ate human flesh. 

They did it, they insisted, because 
of their firm belief that such a diet 
possessed miraculous powers for the 
bestowal of health, strength and lons 
life. The witch doctors felt sure that 
if the men of their tribe had not fallen 
away from the habit of eating human 
flesh they would still be the great 
power they used to be in the African 
jungle. 

One of the witch doctors confessed 
before his execution that he had re- 
cently taken part in a dozen feasts 
where human flesh was served. These 
feasts had been necessary, he de- 
clared, in order to demonstrate how 
much such a diet could accomplish 
for the well being of the tribe. 

This is*only one of a number of re- 
cent incidents which show that Africa 
is still the “Dark Continent’ and one 
that, in spite of the efforts of mission- 
aries and the supposedly civilizing 
contacts with white traders and sol-

diers, is steadily growing darker in 
many respects. 


N AUSTRALIA and the South Sea 
islands cannibalism persists be- 
cause of an actual lack of food. But 
in Africa there is rarely if ever such 


an excuse. 


In the wilds of the ‘‘Dark Conti- 
nent” the eating of human flesh is 
usually practiced as a part of a re- 
ligious ritual—because it is supposed 
to be a way of frightening away evil 
spirits, propitiating heathen gods and 
promoting the welfare of all those 
who devoutly feed on this gruesome 
food. 

Very frequently the practice of 
cannibalism is hidden from the knowl- 
edge of many of the members of the 
tribes in which it is practiced. It is 
regarded as a rite so sacred that only 
the witch doctors or medicine men 
and the chiefs and elders can be al- 
lowed to know of and take part in it. 

E. Torday, an English explorer, re- 
cently discovered in the Belgian Con- 
go a secret society of cannibals who 
consume human flesh purely from a 
sense of public duty. 

These secret cannibals are known 
as the Baluba. They do not profess 
cannibalism publicly, and one has to 
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Srrahili women witch doctors in ceremonial 


obtain their confidence before it is 
possible to obtain any information as 
to the secret rites in which the eating 
of human flesh plays a part. 


Torday liked the Baluba and they 
liked him. As a result he was able to 
get behind the reserve which has pre- 
vented many previous explorers from 
penetrating their revolting mysteries. 

“In every village,” says Mr. Tor- 
day, ‘“‘there are a certain number or 
people who sometimes simpty out of 
a sense of duty for the public good 
dispose of the corpses of slaves and 
malefactors and prisoners of war by 
eating them. By doing this it is be- 
lieved the souls of the dead can be 
prevented from returning to take ven- 
geance on the tribe for wrongs suf- 
fered during life.” ; | 

Among the Baluba cannibalism 's 
practiced with the greatest secrecy be- 
cause of the realization that it is a 
practice which is abhorrent to the 
white people who are now approach- 


ing nearer and nearer to them on 


every side. 

To be introduced to cannibalism 
among the Baluba one must go 
through a distinct rite of initiation. 
The introducer of a new member must 
first, according to Mr. Torday, ‘‘touch 
his tongue with a piece of pudding 


which has been dipped in a stew of 
human flesh,”’ 

The novice himself is allowed 
to eat some tiny bits of the pudding 
and finally to swallow a piece of the 
actual human flesh. This ceremony 
is repeated several times and it is al- 
ways smoked human flesh and never 
the fresh article which is given the 
novice. 

“When he has been sufficiently 
hardened to the practice by eating the 
preserved flesh used on these occa- 
sions,’”’ says Mr. Torday, ‘“‘he is given 
the opportunity of becoming a fuil 
member of the cult by assisting at the 
consumption of a fresh corpse.” 

Raoul La Tour’s recent escape 
from the cannibals’ cooking pot is 
only one of many recent incidents 
which indicate that cannibalism is on 
the increase in Africa—even amon¢ 
those tribes which have come most in 
contact with missionaries, traders and 


other civilized people. 
\ HAT makes the practice so dif- 
ficult to combat is the fact that 
cannibalism is usually most frequent 
among tribes that show in other re- 
spects the most praiseworthy quali- 
ties. : 
The Baluba men, for example, are

excellent weavers, and the women ex- 
cel at the most beautiful and intricate 
kinds of embroidery. They make 
beautiful clothes, says Mr. Torday in 
a recently published account of his 
travels among them. 

“The pile of some of their cloth is 
very short and very close, like the 
finest velvet. Another of their 
cloths is made with damask de- 
signs and with a very delicate 
mauve - yellow predominating 
among its colors.” 

But it is as. sculptors and 
carvers that the Baluba show 
the greatest culture. They 
produce wonderful boxes, 
cups, dishes, drums and chairs. 

Most remarkable of all are their 
statues of their ancient kings 
and other human figures. 

Law and order and a high 
sense of morality prevail 
among the Baluba. In fact, ex- 
cept for their secret 
cannibalism, the white 
visitor finds little to 
criticize. They are one 
of the most _praise- 
worthy of savage tribes. 

Belief in the virtues 
of cannibalism is kept 
alive ia 
Africa by 
the medi- 
cine men 


or witch doctors of the 
tribes who are charged 
with driving away or ren- 
dering powerless the de- 
mons and evil spirits 
which cause illness and 
death. 

The witch doctors who 
were recently executed in 
French Guinea for the 
kidnaping of Raoul La 
Tour went to their deatn 
firm in the belief that if 
their fellow tribesmen had 
been more devoted ta 
cannibalism they would 
have been so strong that 
they would never have 
had to fear interference 
with their practices on the 
part of the white men. 


NHE witch doctors or 
medicine men= are 
often more powerful than 
the chiefs in these Afri- 
can tribes. . They corre- 
spond to the physicians of 
civilized peoples. 

Usually the beating of 
drums, the shaking of rat- 
tles, bells, clappers and 
other noise insiruments 
are employed as first 
treatment. The bells are

play an important part in the treat- | 


ment of the sick. In many of these 
fetish figures there is a cavity in the 
abdomen, generally covered by a 
piece of glass behind which the, so- 
called ‘‘medicine’”’ is placed. The 
treatment of healing proceeds as fol- 
lows: 

After certain 
proper remedy is placed in the figure. 
It is rarely administered to the patient, 
but occasionally some of it is mixed 
with palm wine and given to the sick 
person, in the belief that, if the de- 
mon escapes, the fetish will bring ter- 
rible punishment upon it. 

In some parts of the Congo region 
it is customary for the medicine-man 
to put a wood figure in some secret 
place in a wood or jungle. A person 
who desires to give his enemy pain 
will go to the medicine-man, who will 
then insert a sharp nail into the fetish, 
in the belief that this will cause the 
enemy severe pain in the arm, leg, or 
other part of the body.

If the death of the enemy is de- 
sired, a nail is driven into some vital 
part such as the stomach or heart. 

This figure is regarded as a mere 
piece of wood until it has been in the 
hands of the medicine-man, who puts 
into it the proper charm or smears it 
with the proper “medicine.” 

Among the Boloki of the Upper 
Congo, witch doctors use a curious 
charm to ward off sleeping sickness. 
A small clay bowl is painted bright 
yellow with red and green spots, and 
in it are placed a number of twigs cut 
from a shrub. Over the bowl is erect- 
ed a little hut or shelter to preserve 
the charm from weather or decay and 
so protect the sufferer from Serious 
relapses. 

Another charm, employed to re- 
lieve rheumatism, lumbago, malarial 
fever and debility, is practiced as fol- 
lows: Two posts about five feet long 
are erected near the hut of the pa- 
tient, and are painted bright yellow 
with red and green patches.

sources, with the thought of conserv- 


ig the water for. irrigation always. 


foremost in mind. In fact, the water 
could not be utilized for power un- 
less it were later used for irrigation. 

The first step toward consumma- 
tion of the power program was the 
construction of a large storage reser- 
is known as Mormon 
Flat, about 27 miles below Roosevelt 
dam. 
or constant release of water 
Roosevelt for the development of 
power, later to be impounded for 
Storage by this gigantic structure. This 
unit was completed early in 1925. 

A second step will be the construc- 
tion of another dam at what is known 
as Horse Mesa, 17 miles below Roose- 
velt. This structure will bea power 
unit exclusively, and will not be used 
for storage purposes only to hold the 
water until it is needed for power 
development. 

Construction of the Horse Mesa 
dam is assured, bonds for the $4,500,- 
000 improvement having been sold 
recently. Actual work on the struc- 
ture, it is expected, will get under 
way within the next few weeks. 

This development was made feas- 


This dam will permit the steady . 
from. 


ible largely through a contract enter- 
ed into by the landholders of the 
project and the Inspiration Consoli- 
dated Copper company of Miami, 
Ariz. This company is the largest 
power consumer in the state. | 
The contract provides that the cop- 
per company will use all power which 
the association can deliver for a pe- 
riod of 25 years at a price of six and 


five-tenths mills per kilowatt hours. 
During the first 15 years of this pe- 
nod, the company agrees to pay the 
association not less than $565,500 
each year, even though there is a 
shortage of power from some un- 
precedented drouth. The probable in- 
conte -from this contract, it is esti- 
wated, will be $1,000, 000 each year, 
and the mmimum yearly guarantee is 
over twice the bond interest on the 
issue fleaiéd to make possible the de- 
velopment. 

The Horse Mesa dam will be a 
300-feot structure with a 40,000- 
horsepower hydro-eleciric plant. With 
the completion of this unit, probably 
22 months hence, the association will 
have an annual income from power 
and other sources of more than two 
million dollars,

Use Egg Shells 


To Make Favors 


Coloring hardboiled eggs in gay 
hues is the usual thing to do tor 
Faster, but a newer and prettier 
way of using eggs on Easter is to 
make dainty favors out of the egg 
shells. 


First, blow out of the inside of 
the egg. To do this stick a hole 
in each end with a neédle.. Then 
put your lip to one hole and blow 
the contents of the shell oui 
through the other hole. 


Make Flowers 


Flowers are the easiest made egg 
shell faors. To make a lilv bud 
use the whole shell. Get a short 
piece of wire for a stem. Wind the 
wire with green crepe paper, past- 
ing the paper at one end onto the 
end of the egg shell to hold the 
stem in place. 


Next cut out green leaves and 
paste them on the shell, leaving the 
white tip of the egg showing, like 
a just opening bud. If you cut off 
the to of the egg shell and do not 
paste the leaves up close around it 
you can make a pretty tulip. 


Use Bowl for Lake 


A lovely table centerpiece is an 
artificial lake in which boats and 
Swans are floating. Use a flat, shal- 
low bowl for the lake. Then to 
make the boat cut an egg shell in 
half lengthwise. Glue an upright 
match stick on the inside for a mast 
and cut out a paper sail to glue to 
the mast. 


The swan, too, is easily 
Cut out a swan’s head and neck, 
doubling your paper. Paste the 
paper together except at the end of 
the neck, where you turn back the 
two flaps to paste onto your egg 
Shell. In the same way paste a 
tail to the other end of the egg 
shell, making your swan as lifelike 
as possible. 


Fashion Dolls 


Cunning little humpty-dumpty 
dolls can be made from egg shells. 
Use your paints or crayons to paint 
on the hair and face for your doll, 
using the small end for the head, of 
course. Then gay little dresses may 
be cut out of crepe paper and past- 
ed on to suit your fancy. You can 
make your doll stand up by drip-— 
ping melted sealing wax inside so 
that it settles at the larger end and 
holds the egg shell upright when 
the wax hardens. 


The next time mother makes a 
cake ask her to let you blow out 
the contents of the eggs for her 
and see what you can make with 
the shells.
